Yariv: Most Arab plots 


in last year foiled 


Israel security forces have foiled 
37 out of 48 attempts by Arab ter- 
Torists to attack Israeli targeta ab- 
road since the Sabena plane hijack 
attempt in May 1972, the former 
ehief of intelligence, Aluf 
(Res.) Aharon Yariv, said on Fri- 
day. He said the terrorists had made 
a further 19 attempts against non- 
Israeli targets, but declined to give 
any detaiis. 

Yariv, who resigned last week 
from his post of special adviser to 
the Prime Minister {in charge of 
coordinating the war against Arab 
terrorism) in order to enter politics, 
said in an interview with ‘Yediot 
Aharonot” that he was confident 
Israel could degli hard and painful 
blows to the terrorist organizations, 
both in ‘the Middle East and in 
other countries. 

There were now about 14,000 
people in the various Arab terrorist 
organizations, he estimated, adding 
that there were signs of personal 
corruption in the terrorist estab- 
lishment.

tremist organizations. He admitted 
that there were some Jews and a 
few Israelis aiding Arab terrorists. 

Yariv's resignation from Govern- 
ment service — to enter the Labour 
Party ranks in the forthcoming 
election campaign — came some two 
weeks before the deadline for civil 
servants wanting to run for Knes- 
set — 100 days before the election 
date in October. 

Mr, Yariv said he expected to get 
a “real place” on the Labour Par~ 
ty's list of Knesset candidates, 

“When I decided to join the La- 
bour Party I told its leadera I be- 
long to none of the former party 
factions and don't wear any parti- 
cular label," he said. 

Yariv served as adviser to the 
Prime Minister for nine months. He 
joined Mrs. Meir’s office immedia- 
tely after his retirement from 25 
years of active army service.
